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INTRODUCTORY. 



This handbook, containing the results of twenty years' experi- 
ence in genealogical research in Great Britain, owes its inception 
to the urgent suggestions of my reyered friend, Hon. George F. 
Hoar, late Senator from Massachusetts, who, for several years 
before his lamented death, pressed me to put my notes into such 
form as would make them ayailable to our collaborators in 
genealogical inyestigations. 

The first fruit of this suggestion was a hastily written, and 
therefore mast imperfect, magazine article,* which has been 
reprinted in pamphlet, but proved so defective that, rather than 
amend it by corrigenda, it seemed better to entirely rewrite and 
publish it in a more compact and convenient form for ready 
reference. 

The earlier essay was also written entirely with a view to the 
aid of the American student, but the very cordial reception 
which it has met at the hands of my English friends has decided 
me to so enlarge its scope as to be of equal service to those 
whose connections He altogether in the Mother Country, 

It should be understood that this little book makes no pre- 
tence to rank with, far less to supersede, the monumental works 
of Marshall, Rye, Gatfield, Scargill-Blrd, Phillimore, Sims, Grim- 
aldl, and others of the masters of their craft; it is, on the 
contrary, only a primer for the beginner, leading him up to the 
study of these genealogical classics. 

The plan of the Tables of the Probate Courts, Marriage 
Licences, etc., is original, and they will, I think, be found as 
great a help to others as they have been to me. The Map 
of the Probate Districts, which is reduced from the official 
map, win also be foimd useful. 

To the kind friends who have aided me in the construction and

GENEALOGICAL RESEARCH 
IN ENGLAND, SCOTLAND AND IRBLAND. 



A yery large and, happily, constantly increasing number of 
persons, both in Great Britain and America, are beginning to 
take a deep interest In genealogy and are no longer disposed 
to rest content with the names of their grandparents or the 
▼ague tradition that their foref&therd were very good people 
indeed Bomewhere or other tX some time in the past. The dif- 
fusion of education and Intelligence has raised the standard, not 
of living alone, but of thinking as well, and rare indeed are the 
self respecting people of today who are satisfied to remain in 
utter ignorance of their origin. 

To America must be given the credit for the inception of 
this movement; in fact there has never been a time when the 
cultured American of the Old Stock has not prided himself on 
his proven descent from Colonial Ancestry, while of late yean 
the rapid growth of the Patriotic Societies in the TTnlted States 
(whose first requirement for admission is it pedigree aa Clearly 
proved as the College of Arms would exact) has given a 
great impetus to the study of the past, but In too large a pro- 
portion of the old American families the pedigree, while run- 
ning with perfect clearness to the coast, and chronicling the 
arrival of the emigrant preposltor at a certain date, or even by a 
certain ship, loses Itself In the waters of the Atlantic, and 
oomes to an abrupt halt with not even a hint of the English 
ancestry of the founder of the line. Few, I hope none, of the 
American people are indifferent to their heritage of Anglo-Saxon 
blood, and their share in the glorious history of the English 
people, a history that is equally their own to the eventful year 
of 1776; but most of those who compile their family genealogies 
have shrimk before the task of grappling with the English 
records, or perhaps, having fallen at the outset into the hands 
of some of the too frequent unscrupulous adventurers who make 
a fat living by preying on the unwary, are deterred from 
further effort by the apparently enormous expense attendant on 
such InvestigaUon. 

The English investigator is forced to start in the race with 
hie Ameriean Cousin for an ancestor* with a formidable handieap 
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in the fact that, while the latter can trace his pedigree with 
comparative ease and certainty among the American Records in 
almost all cases through the dark days of the Civil War and 
Restoration in the 17th Century, and the slovenly records of' the 
18th, the English Archives for these periods were at their worst 
since the Middle Ages and the Wars of the Roses. Even these 
apparently hopeless chasms may be bridged, however, by patient 
industry, and the great facilities which are now ofiCered to the 
student for exhaustive examination, as, for example, the careful 
reading of every will of a certain locality, will often make it 
possible to reconstruct the pedigree of a family of whom not a 
will or a single Parish Register entry of the name remains. 

A word may here be in order as to the preparation of the 
searcher himself for his task. I should strongly advise a few 
months' careful study of the ancient handwritings, particularly 
those of the 16th and 17th centuries, for which Wright* may be 
cited as an invaluable text book. Some knowledge of Latin is a 
sine qua non, as a large proportion of the records are written in 
that language, and it should be remembered that it is not the 
Latin of Cicero and Virgil, but the debased monkish tongue of 
the middle ages, that we have to deal with. A set of Du Cange's 
Dictionaryt will prove an invaluable aid in the translation of this, 
while a thorough mastery of the more usual forms of abbrevia- 
tion is essential to success. 

Ink is forbidden in all of the public offices except the British 
Museum, so the searcher should provide himself with pencils and 
note books; a good reading glass is important, tracing paper or 
cloth to be used for signatures where permitted, "heel ball" and 
soft white paper for taking rubbings of monumental brasses, 
tombstones, etc. For very rough and weather-worn stones still 
thinner paper, and soot bag will often give a good copy where the 
"heel ball" is useless. For country expeditions, and indeed for desk 
work also, the half-inch reduced ordinance maps will be found in- 
valuable; they are mounted on linen, folded for the pocket, and 
sold at a very low price. The whole of England and Wales is 
covered by sixty-two of these maps, Scotland by twenty-nine and 
Ireland by five, from which selections can be made of the locali- 
ties to be explored. If we add the essentials of perseverance

and an unwiearled stock of patience, the beginner will find him- 
self well equipped to attack the problem of his ancestry in the 
ancient home of his race, with every prospect of success. 

It goes without saying that all possible information should be 
had at the outset. Collect and collate all family records, printed 
matter bearing on the subject,* traditions, (the latter to be 
treated with great caution) and other evidences at hand and, if 
possible, locate the county and parish where the earliest known 
ancestor was resident. If this last fact can be certainly ascer- 
tained the rest is relatively easy; if not a general search must be 
made until some clue is found which will lead to the desired lo- 
cality, but even when no such clue can be obtained, there is no 
reason for despair, — "Nil tam difficile est, quin quaerendo in- 
vestlgari possit."t 

ENGLAND 

In the following pages I shall endeavor to give a brief review of 
those English records from which the best results are to be 
hoped, and to which the attention of the searcher should be par- 
ticularly directed. 

Pre-eminent among these come the Probate Records, and, first 
in importance of them, the Prerogative Court of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. This splendid collection of testamentary evi- 
dences embraces wills in every part of England and Wales, and 
dates from the year 1383, continuing in unbroken sequence to 
1858, when this Court was dissolved and the present order of 
things instituted. The wide scope of its jurisdiction makes its 
search absolutely essential, and it is best to commence all work 
here, no matter what is done later. Consultation of these wills, 
under certain necessary restrictions, is free to all literary in- 
quirers, to within a century of our own time, beyond which they 
are closed except on payment of fees. Applications for permits 
addressed to the Registrar General, at Somerset House, Strand, 
London, with proper credentials, will receive prompt and cour- 
teous attention; and at the same office permission may be ob- 
tained for search in all the minor and local Courts, of which 
hereafter. 

Much of the former laborious work of searching the MS. Calen-

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dars, or indices, haa now been superseded by the labors of yarious 
antiquaries and learned societies. From 1383 to 1604 the names and 
descriptions of all the testators in the Prerogatiye Court of Can- 
terbury have been printed by the British Record Society,* which 
has now in hand the period from 1605 to 1619. From 1620 to 1630 
the series of abstracts now being edited by the writer will serve 
the double purpose of an index to testators and a cross reference 
to all names in the wills of the period; while from 1630 to 1650 
the Probate Act Books now being issued by J. & G. F. Matthews, 
of London, will carry on the index to the period of the Civil War. 
From this time, recourse must be had to the MS. Calendars, and 
it should always be borne in mind that many years subsequent 
to the Emigration should be consulted, for possible references to 
kinsfolk in America. The Administrations in this Court date from 
1383, although the recently discovered earlier years (before 1558) 
are not yet accessible to the public.t The calendars to these 
liave not been printed, and they must all be searched In the MS. 
Calendars; before 1631 they are kept in separate books, after thCtt 
date in the same index with the wills; althou^ of less valn^ than 
the wills, iV is not wise to neglect them. 

Second in importance comes the Exchequer and Prerogative 
Court of York, having jurisdiction in all the Northern counties. 
Bating from 1389, these records are nearly perfect, except for the 
period of the Commonwealth (1650^1660), when all wills in Eng- 
land were proved before the Judges at Westminster and are now 
enrolled In Uie Prerogative Court of Canterbury, which, it mast 
be remembered, was the case with all of the local Courts. The 
indices of this Court are now in process of publication by the 
Yorkshire Archaeological Society, and, except for brief gaps In 
the records, are complete (wills and administrations), 1889 to 
1627, and 1636 to 1652.t The period 1627 to 1636 is to be covered 
by a forthcoming volume. 

In both of these Prerogative Courts there occur "Sede Var 
eante," or Vacancy Wills, during the periods when the respective 
Sees, from death or other causes, have been vacated. In the 
Court at York these will be found among the records of the Dean

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and Cbapter, but in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury they 
must be sought for in the Wills at Lambeth Palace Library (1313 
to 1644), and in the Vaoancy Wills of the Dean and Chapter at 
Canterbury* (to 1486), dealing also with the local Consistories. 
Other Courts haying a subordinate jurisdiction to the Preroga- 
tive Court of Canterbury are the Court of Delegates,! at Somerset 
House, dating from 1650, which was a Court of Appeal from the 
Provincial Courts and Royal Peculiars, and the Arches Court 0f 
Canterbury at LambeUi (1661), also a Court of Appeal. 

The Dioceses of Chester, Peterborough, Oxford, Gloucester 
and Bristol) b^ng formed by Henry Yin., the Testamentaty 
Records of these parts of England before that period are to be 
found for Chester at York and Lichfield, for Peterborough at 
Lincoln* for Gloucester at Worcester, for Bristol at Worcester 
and Salisbury, and for Oxford at Lincoln. 

A calendar of the wills at Lambeth has been printed in The 
Genealogist;! beside the Vaoancy Wills* they contain many others 
of testators in all parts of the Diocese of Canterbury. 

The jurisdiction of the two great Prerogative Courts is broadly 
divided by a line from the Wash to the Mersey, the Archbishopric 
of Canterbury covering all England and Wales South of that line, 
and the Archbishopric of York all to the North, but the wills of 
many testators in the Northern counties are to be found in the 
Canterbury Court, while the reverse of this is not the ease at 
York. 

Wills of Roman Catholics will be found in the Close Rolls in 
the Public Record office; and at Stonyhurst College, in Mitton, 
CO. Lancaster, are wills most, but not all, of which are those of 
Jesuits. A list of these will be found in the Historical Manu- 
scripts Commission Reports.§ In the Public Record Office also 
will be found many other wills in the Enrollments of Patents, 
Assignment Books, Warrant Books of Pell Office, Privy Seal, and 
Inquisitions Post Mortem, while still other classes of documents 
also contain wills and administrations, but no general lists are 
obtainable, and the labor of seeking them all out would be hope- 
less.n

In the Muniment Room at Westminister are filed a large num- 
ber of wills (1307-1674) of testators in all parts of the country. 
Some of these, but probably not all, may be found registered in 
various Courts.* The Earl of Ashbumham's Collection of 
Manuscripts contains three volumes of sixteenth and seventeenth 
century willsU (mostly original), and many others no doubt exist 
in other private collections, as well as in the great libraries. 

If the county from which the ancestor came be known, or if 
the inquirer has had the good fortune to obtain such clues in the 
Prerogative Court as indicate the place of his origin, the next 
step will be to search the local Courts of that region thoroughly 
as no search is complete which does not exhaust these, the wills 
of testators in every Diocese being often found in both. 

At this point comes one of the most difficult steps to the be- 
ginner, as the many interlacing jurisdictions of Consistories, 
Archdeaconries, Prebends, and, well named, Peculiars, make a 
maze in which he may easily become bewildered. In the follow- 
ing table I have endeavored to show clearly what Courts have 
jurisdiction in each county, where the records are to be foimd, 
and the date of the earliest continuous registration in such Court. 
Where only a few scattered early wills occur (as in the Arch- 
deaconry of Dorset), I have usually omitted them, placing the 
date at a point where it will be of real value. For those who 
desire more detail, I would refer to the two exhaustive Reports to 
the House of Commons in 1830 and 1845,t which enumerate the 
parishes in each jurisdiction, and the admirable little handbook of 
Dr. Marshall's,! to which I am greatly indebted in this compila- 
tion.

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Having exhausted the wills, and found, let us hope, certain evi- 
dence of the parish from which his ancestor came, the searcher 
should next turn his attention to the Parish Registers to ohtaln 
the further details of hirths, marriages and deaths necessary to 
fill out his chart. These are nearly always to he found in local cus- 
tody,* the earliest dating from ahout 1538, and the clergy are en- 
titled by law to demand a fee of one shilling for the first year 
seen, and six pence for every subsequent year, of the entire 
register of Baptisms, Marriages and Burials, a fee which, be it 
said to their credit, they very rarely demand, although some 
remuneration for their time and trouble, from a nominal sum of 
a shilling or two to a guinea or more, is usually required, and 
should be cheerfully paid by the searcher. 

In addition to this search fee, if the enquirer demand a cer- 
tified extract of any entry or entries, for legal use, the clergyman 
is entitled to demand a further fee of two shillings and six pence 
for each entry so certified, but this does not apply to any other 
extracts made by the searcher himself or by the clergyman and 
not certified, and he has no right to insist on any larger sum than 
that named for the search, or to oblige the searcher to take the 
certified extracts where they are not desired.t The law on this 
point is clear and explicit, and any attempt to enforce larger fees 
should be resisted and an appeal taken to the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, or to the Courts.t 

A valuable Parish Register Abstract has been printed by the 
British Government,§ showing the dates to which each register 
extends, and this book should be consulted before goliig Into the 
country to search, as its evidence of the loss of a certain register 
will often save the expense of a useless journey. Where this is 
not available, Kelley's Directories for the difiterent coimties give 
the dates of the various Parish Registers, although not always 
correctly. In cases of doubt, write to the incumbent, whose name

The enquirer need not despair, however, even if he find that the 
earlier years of the parish register have perished, for In the Dio- 
cesan Registries are often to be found Transcripts, i. e., copies 
required by law to be sent yearly to the Bishop of the Diocese in 
which the parish lay, which frequently restore important parts of 
lost registers. This law, which was passed under Queen Ellizar 
beth, was, unfortunately, not always obeyed, and this, together 
with the shameful negligence as to the care of these documents 
In many Dioceses, has involved the loss of thousands which were 
properly sent; however, a great deal of valuable material has still 
been preserved, and should always be most carefully examined. 
A list of these Transcripts and their places of deposit may be 
fotmd in Mr. Phillimore's useful little handbook.? 

There are also Non-Conformists* registers,* ♦ but, except those 
of the French and Quakers, these are not usually early enough to 
be of value to Americans. These will be found at Somerset 
House, where they may be consulted on payment of fees, but 
abstracts of the Quaker Records, beautifully arranged and 
Indexed, are kept at Devonshire House, 12 Bishopsgate Street, 
London, by the officers of the Society of Friends, and can be 
examined there for a fee proportioned to the time occupied in 
the search.* 

Marriage Licences, it need hardly be said, are evidences of the 
greatest value, and exist in nearly all of the Dioceses in more or 
less perfect condition. They often furnish a clue to the parish 
of the long sought ancestor, and should invariably be hunted 
down and seen whenever they exist. Many of them have been 
printed, and are so noted in the Table which follows. In impor^ 
ant cases of identification it will be well to see the original as 
well as the published records, for many errors and omissions 
exist in the latter.

^William Paver, bom 1802, died 1871, was Registrar of Births, 
Harrlasres and Deaths at York. He seems to have been a most 
Industrious but unscrupulous antiquary. His collections In the 
British Museum are in Add. MSS. 29644 to 29708. 
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The Probate and Parish Registers, which we have been consid- 
ering heretofore, constitute the more evident and better known 
sources of information in England as well as in America; but we 
will suppose that the searcher has failed to build his pedigree to 
his satisfaction on these lines, and he will naturally turn next to 
the Public Record Office, in Fetter Lane, Fleet Street, London. 

In this splendid pile of buildings, erected expressly for tlieir 
safe housing, the English Government has gathered togetlier, 
from a score of ancient and insecure depositories, the ArcMves 
of the Nation for a thousand years, and the result is the finest 
collection of historical and genealogical manuscripts in the world, 
of which all the years of a long lifetime would fail to even brush 
over a tithe of the contents. 

The searcher's only course, before such a bewildering mass of 
material, is to select a certain class or classes of documents, and 
work these as thoroughly as his time and patience will allow. 
Search here is absolutely free, and the officials and attendants 
courteous and helpful to all serious enquirers, but the vast mass 
of matter to be dealt with makes progress slow at the best. 

I may name five classes of documents in this office as those 
from which I have myself obtained the best results, and which I 
would recommend to the searcher. These are, in the order 
named: 



CHANCERY PROCEEDINGS, 
LAY SUBSIDIES, 
FEET OF FINES, 
INQUISITIONS PORT MORTEM, 
WARDS AND LIVERIES. 



The Court of Chancery is a court of equity, the records of 
which date from the reign of Richard n., and in which, at one 
time or another, probably every family in England has appeared. 
Frequently the evidence given in a single document is sufficient 
to construct the pedigree of several generations. The great masf 
of these manuscripts no doubt deters many from their examina- 
tion, but I think few have undertaken a careful search of them 
who have not been abtmdantly rewarded. The Briefs of early 
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proceedings, Richard II. to Philip and Mary,t and of the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth,! have been printed, (the latter somewhat im- 
perfectly,) by the Government, but cannot be implicitly de- 
pended upon. The calendars of the Bills and Answers of the 
reign of Charles I. havB also been printed.* These are roughly 
arranged by Plaintifts, under their respective letters, but must be 
searched throughout for the Defendants. The period of James I. 
has been commenced, in the Genealogist, but is still unfinished.t 
The still more interesting period of the Six Clerks Books "Ante 
1714," has also been begom, but only one book, "Reynardson," 
has been issued.! The introduction to this last gives a most ex- 
cellent idea of the scope and methods of this Court, and to it the 
reader is referred, as also to an article on the same subject in 
tlie Genealogist. § 

The following table will give a rough idea of these valuable 
documents and their indices and aid the beginner in getting 
access to them. Only three documents can be called for at one 
time and about twelve in a day as many as can be thoroughly ab- 
stracted.

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Other Court rolls are also of great value, and among them 
may be named the De Banco, Coram Rege, Star Chamber, Com- 
mon Pleas, etc., but relatively few of the cases tried in these 
Courts possess the high genealogical value of those in the Court 
of Chancery.* 

The Liay Subsidies consist of tax levies for grants made to the 
King by Parliament, and are of great use as giving complete lists 
of the better class of inhabitants at short given periods, and for 
locating persons in certain parishes they are invaluable. They 
are grouped by counties, well Indexed and readily consulted. The 
Hearth Tax is too late for most American work, dating from 
1666 only, but of great value for its period. The Ship Money 
Returns for the Counties of Bssex and Suffolk are early and 
valuable.!! Muster Rolls from the reign of Henry Vm. are also 
of great value and should always be consulted in connection with 
the Lay Subsidies. A fine example, not in the Record Office, iB 
that for Gloucestershire in 1608.5 

The Pedes Flnium, or Feet of Fines, and the Fines and Recov- 
eries, constitute another most valuable class of documents, fur- 
nishing the only records approximating a registration of deeds, 
which, incredible as it may seem, was unknown to Bngland of 
the 17th Century, and now only exists partially and from the 
time of Queen Anne, in the counties of Middlesex and York. 
These papers represent the Final Concord of a friendly suit for 
the purchase and sale of a piece of property. The indices, in 99 
vols., are chronological only, but with marginal notes of the 
county, which aid somewhat In the search. It is always a 
tedious one, and too often without reward, but not, in important 
cases, to be neglected.? 

The Inquisitions Post Mortem were enquiries held upon the de- 
cease of any tenant holding lands "In Capite" or directly from the

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King. They constitute a very valuable class of records, dating 
from the time of Henry III., are adniirably preserved, well in- 
dexed, and easily consulted. There are several series of these: 
the Chancery, Exchequer, Lancaster, and Wards and Liveries, all 
of which should be seen. 

The Court of Wards and Liveries, which was an outgrowth of 
the last named Inquisitions, is among the least known of the 
more familiar documents in the Record Office. Established in 
the reign of Henry Vni., it passed out of existence at the time of 
the Civil War, but in the brief period which it covers, its docu- 
ments are full of valuable information bearing in all cases 
directly upon family history.* ♦ 

The lists of persons taking ship for America have been thor- 
oughly worked out and printed by Drake and Hotton,tt and little 
or nothing remains to add to their discoveries, although fresh 
lists are liable to be found in the Record Office at any time, in 
the course of assortment, and it may be well always to make 
enquiry of the officers there whenever the American searcher 
finds himself in London.* 

The Herald's Visitations, made from 1530 to 1686, constitute a 
unique class of evidences as to the armlgerous families of Eng- 
land, to which some of the early American emigrants belonged, 
having been younger sons of county families, seeking to make 
their fortunes beyond the seas. The list which follows will be 
found useful to those who may wish to consult these valuable 
documents. Nearly all of the originals are to be found in the 
College of Arms, but copies of most, and in a few cases the 
originals, are to be found in the British Museum, the Bodleian, 
Ashmolean and other Libraries, notably those of the University 
CoUeges.t Very many of these Visitations have been printed and 
can be readily consulted in that form. All such are indicated in 
the following table. 

All should be carefully examined, and, where duplicate copies

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exist, they should be collated for the errors and omissions which 
are only too frequent. 

In the following table an attempt has been made to catalogue 
every Visitatioii with its original MS. and all such copies as are 
to be found in Libraries, among which are included those pseudo 
Visitations which were only copies, with additions, from a 
former visitation; but should not on that account be neglected, 
as they often contain information of great value, not to be 
foimd elsewhere. These copies are indicated by asterisks. 

Among the public collections, after the College of Arms, the 
British Museum is easily first, having had (in 1854) no less than 
312 MSS. of Visitations, of which 200 were in the Harleian Collec- 
tion alone, and this number has since been considerably aug- 
mented. Caius College, Cambridge, has 54, and Queen's College, 
Oxford, 40. 

The greater number of the originals are, of course, to be found 
at the College of Arms, and also many copies, but as this institu- 
tion is less accessible to the student, they have been given a 
secondary place in the list of copies. Where no reference of 
locality is given, the British Mub. will be understood. 

The list of printed and prospective Visitations (now happily 
increasing) has been brought up to date and is believed to be 
complete; the author must express his obligation to the works of 
Bridges, Sims, Marshall, NichoUs, Phillimore and others for val- 
uable aid in its compilation. In it have been Included even the 
rare and defective works of Sir Thos. Phlllipps, now largely su- 
perseded by more modern and careful work. For those who have 
not access to the Libraries, and even to those who have, it will 
be fotmd useful. Criticism and correction of the errors which 
never fail to creep into a compilation of this kind are cordially 
invited. 

The various County Histories should also be consulted for ex- 
tracts, more or less complete and accurate.

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The BritiBh Museum, to which I have Just referred, forms a 
happy hunting groimd for the genealogical enquirer, and the 
searcher, after having exhausted the printed works in the 
Reading Room, will pass on to the Manuscript Room, 
where he will find a priceless collection of unpublished 
material, comprising, besides the Visitations already referred to, 
numberless collections of antiquaries, and (be it not forgotten) 
many Parish Registers and Transcripts which have broken adrift 
from their proper moorings and finally found a safe harbor here. 
The officials of the Museum are most helpful, and will lend every 
assistance to the enquirer in searching the complicated and diffi- 
cult catalogues. Access to the Museum is absolutely free, but 
the applicant must be endorsed by some London householder, not 
an hotel or boarding-house keeper, a fact which should be borne 
in mind and planned for, before going to London. For those who 
are miable to procure a card at the British Museum, and require 
to consult books of reference while in London, the Guildhall 
Library, which is absolutely free, will be foimd useful. 

The College of Arms, or Heralds College as it is usually called, 
is supported entirely by fees, unlike all the other English Offices, 
and therefore the enquirer will often find his purse heavily taxed 
at this point; but many documents are to be found nowhere else. 
A personal introduction to some officer of the College is advised 
when it can be procured. 

Another class of records, too generally neglected, are the Arch- 
ives of the different towns, cities and guilds, in which the writer 
has made some of his most important discoveries. Among these 
the Apprentice and Burgess Books are the most valuable, the 
age, parentage, and place of origin of the apprentice being given 
in nearly all cases. These records at Bristol date from 1532,9 at 
Southampton from 1609, Ipswich from 1538, etc. 

Even more important, when they exist, are the Manor Court 
rolls, with the Courts Baron and Leet, which are full of informa- 
tion regarding the families of the tenants of the Manors, and very 
frequently contain wills as well. Many of these are in the 
Record Office and at the British Museum, but the greater number 
remain in the custody of the present owners of the manors, and 
are in consequence most difficult of access, being guarded with

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absurdly Jealons care, amounting to panic In many cases, wlien 
an attempt Is made to see tlrem, the average landlord finding: it 
inconceivable that anyone should go to such trouble and expense 
without some sinister motive as to the ownership of his broad 
acres and quaint old Manor House. Often, however, a personal 
introduction or tactful persuasion in an interview (there is little 
hope of accomplishing anything by letter) will obtain permission 
for examination, of which full advantage should be taken when- 
ever possible. 

Also of importance are the Quarter Sessions and the local Mar- 
ket Courts, or Courts of Pie Powder (i. e.. Pied Poudr6, or Dusty 
Foot), where trivial causes were tried before the local Justice, the 
litigants coming directly from their daily avocations (whence the 
name), and these records often yield valuable family evidences. 

Most of the counties are represented by local Record or Ar- 
chaeological Societies, the indices of whose publications will al- 
ways repay examination for the district in which the special 
quest is located. They will be found in every large library in 
E^ngland or America. 

A fertile source of trouble to the beginner lies in the verifica- 
tion of the dates, Old and New Style, Regnal Years, Saints' Days, 
Feasts, etc. For these reference should be made to some work 
of authority on the subject, the most convenient for pocket use 
being the little **Jubilee Date Book."* A more elaborate summary 
will be found in Sims' Manual.! American students may with 
profit consult a very able essay on the subject by Spencer Bon- 
sall in the Pennsylvania Historical Magazine.* Other works are 
Hampson's Kalendar of the Middle Ages,S Bond's Handybook,f 
and Nicolas' Chronology of History,|| all of which are useful and 
reliable. Mention should be made also of the monumental L'Art 
de Verifier les Dates.**

The earliest Welsh Records date from 1277, after the subjeo- 
tion of the rising of Llewellen ap Griffydth, when the documents 
known as the Welsh Rolls begin and continue until the final in- 
corporation of the Principality with England. They contain a 
vast amoimt of personal detail.* 

In the Public Record Office the Welsh Records form a class by 
themselves and merit most careful examination by all interested 
in Welsh genealogy. Chancery Proceedings, Inquisitions Post Mor- 
tem, Plea Rolls, etc., are of equal value with the English docu- 
ments.t Consult also the Golden Grove Book of pedigrees, which 
has a temporary place there.t 

The British Museum has a fine collection of Welsh MSS. which 
should be seen.tt 

The Visitations of Wales, which were scanty, have been al- 
ready noticed in the Table of Visitations on pages 70-86 q. v. 

The Parish Registers of the Principality are disappointing, 
both from their meagre character and deficient number. List 
and dates of them will be found in the Abstract of Parish Regis- 
ters of Great Britain, already referred to as published by the 
Government.** The Bishops' Transcripts are also very- defective. 

As the Welsh Records, prior to the 16th century and even later, 
were written in the vernacular, it will be necessary, for those 
whose tree grew from a Cymric root, to secure the services of 
some native antiquary to whom the Welsh is still a living lan- 
guage and whose knowledge of the local families and traditions 
will be nearly as great an assistance as his linguistic abilities.

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SCOTLAND. 

The searcher for a Scotch Ancestry has his labors leBsened by 
the excellent arrangement and concentration of what are prac- 
tically the records of the entire Kingdom at the General Register 
House on Princes Street, Edinburgh. Here are gathered, not 
alone the State Archives as at the Public Record Office in Lon- 
don, but also the Probate Records and the Parish Registers, all 
at the command of the. student for trifling fees, or, if sufficient 
literary or historical reason can be shown, without any cost 
Application should be made to the Registrar General at Bdin- 
burgh for permit for search accompanied by proper references. 
A very useful handbook, although now somewhat antiquated, has 
been printed of these records and should be consulted by the 
student.* 

The Probate Records, which, as always, come first in import- 
ance, differ greatly in scope from the same class of documents 
in England, from the fact that, until 1874, it was not possible 
for a Scotchman to bequeath his land. This he could dlBpose of 
only by Deed, which, after his death, was registered and gave 
title to his heir. Thus the Will (dealing with land) was non- 
existant in Scotland and only the Testament (dealing with per- 
sonalty) remained, the information we are accustomed to seek 
in the former being found in the Saslne Records, of which 
hereafter. 

The Probate system of Scotland differs also from that of Eng- 
land in that matters testamentary were released from the grip 
of the clergy at a much earlier date and embodied in what are 
known as Commissariot Courts from the time of the Reforma- 
tion in the 16th Century. A few volumes of records, known as 
the Official of St. Andrews, are all that exist before that time 
and nothing earlier than 1514 has survived the wreck of the 
ecclesiastical edifice. 

The following tables give the names and scope of these Courts 
and the Shires in which they had jurisdiction. It should be borne 
in mind that the Commissariot of Edinburgh, in its general Juris- 
diction extending over all Scotland, answered to the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury in England, as it was supreme in respect

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to the minor Gommissariot Courts, although even Its Judgments 
were subject to review by the Court of Sessions, which, however, 
did not paas sentence but remitted it to the Commissariot with 
instructlons.t 

The inferior Commissariots were originally fourteen, being 
one for each of the ancient Dioceses, but they have been gradu- 
ally augmented to their present number. 

The student will note with satisfaction that the early Indices 
to ALL of these are now printed.

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Next, if not paramount, in importance to the Probates, we 
have the characteristic SASINE RBCORDS of Scotland, con- 
stituting an invaluable series roughly corresponding to the 
American Registry of Deeds, by which the possession of real 
estate, and of course the pedigree of its owners, can be traced 
with great accuracy. As has already been shown, the Soot 
could not bequeath his land, but, by a Deed known as D<matio 
mortis causa, could dispose Of it, and this deed, if not revoked 
in his life time, was registered after his death and his heir thus 
obtained title to the property. These records date from the 16th 
Century. An excellent table of them will be found in Philli- 
more's invaluable little handbook,§ which gives the dates from 
which they run and the lacimae in the series. 

Another typical Scotch series consists of the RETOURS, 
which correspond to the English ibiquisitlons Post Mortem, but 
are of far greater value since they affect the entire landed 
property of the Kingdom, instead of only that held in capite, or 
of the King, as in the latter. Unfortunately the earliest only 
date from 1547, but from the 16th Century to the present time 
(under an altered form) they are complete. They have been 
printed in brief and are thus available for ready reference at 
all the larger Public Libraries.* 

The parish Registers of Scotland are of far less value than 
in England. They are irregular and scanty and the useful 
Bishops' Transcripts havB never existed. There was no edict 
making the keeping of them compulsory and their very exist- 
ance depended on the caprice of the Kirk Session under whose 
authority they were, or were not, kept by the Minister or Session 
Clerk. 

All that still exist have been gathered in the New Register 
House at Edinburgh.t A detailed list of the old Parochial Regis- 
ters has been printed by the Government, but, unlike the broad 
policy observed in the London Offices, it is not issued to tha

student of Northern genealogy. Lists hav« also been printed in 
tlie Scottish Antiquary.* 

The lax laws of the country in regard to marriages are so 
well known that I need only allude to them here. The result 
has of course been to make it exceeding difficult to trace the 
matches in most Scotch families, as well as to tempt many 
eloping couples across the border from the Northern Counties 
of England. 

The Kirk Session Records, still in local custody, may also be 
examined with profit where the Parish Registers fail to furnish 
the information desired. The TBIND OFFICE, at the Registry 
House, is also useful as giving the tithes of each parish, but 
they are very imperfect before 1700. 

Lyon Office, in the New Register House, answers to the Col- 
lege of Arms at London and dates from the 14th Century, but, 
except a few rolls of Arms of the 16th* and a larger number of 
the 17th Century, there are no registers before 1672. From 
that date they have been printed* and are readily accessible. 
The Visitations, as of the English Counties, do not exist. 

Many other documents. Exchequer Rolls, Treasurers* Ac- 
counts, Court of Sessions and its early predecessor, the Lords 
Auditors" Acts,tt are worthy of attention and will be readily 
found at the Register House by the aid of the courteous and 
helpful curators. 

The Burgh Records, Indenture Books, etc., should be seen, 
although they are, for the most part, fragmentary. The Aber- 
deen Indentures date from 1622tt and form a good example of

shortly he printed.* The searcher must not forget that the 
British Museum and the Record OfiLce contain many early docu- 
ments relating to Scotland, among which may be cited the caaui 
Rolls. Reference should be made to the many wwhs piibliBhed 
on Scottish genealogy. Consult also the chapters on the subject 
in Sima' and Phillimuore's works, so often cited.

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IRELAND. 

In Ireland as in Scotland, the work of the searcher la greatly 
simplified by the concentration of the records, all of them, with 
the exception of the Deeds and a few of the parish registers, 
being gathered together at the Four Courts* on Kings' Inn Quay 
in Dublin but, on the other hand, he is liable to bitter dis- 
appointment in the scanty character of the records so found, 
the turbulent condition of the country having discouraged their 
keeping, as well as leading to the destruction of many which 
were kept. 

Application for search permit should be made to the Deputy 
Keeper and every facility will be afforded the searcher for the 
prosecution of his investigations. The accommodations of the 
Search Room leave something to be desired, consisting only of 
standing room at a long desk or counter with the Will Indices on 
shelves within easy reach of the worker, but those whose labors 
extend over days or weeks of time will find that they can obtain 
desk, chair and quiet in an inner office through the courtesy of 
the officials. Crede experto. 

Here, as elsewhere, the wills should claim first attention and 
the following table will aid the stranger to readily locate the 
Dioceses in which he will require to search for a given locality .t 
He must also bear in mind the fact that the Prerogative Court, 
like that in London, extends over ALL the minor Courts and 
should be seen in any and all cases. Few wills will be found, 
however, before the 17th Century. A small number (about 100) 
unproved wills exist 1797 to 18478 and a very few of those of the 
great nobles and chiefs, from the 15th Century, may be found in 
the Libraries of Trinity College and the Royal Irish Academy. 
A few unproved wills relating to land may also be found at the 
Deeds Office.l 

In the Tables which follow will be found the Diocesan Juris- 
diction of the different counties and the condition of the Dio- 
cesan Records themselves, on the same plan as the Elnglish and 
Scotch tables heretofore given and they will, it is believed, prove 
equally useful to the student.

Ireland is fortunate in the possession of a fine Registry of 
Deeds which dates from 1708 and will be the next objective of 
the student after he has exhausted the wills. It is located at 
Queen's Inn, Henrietta Street, not far from the Four Courts. 
No permit is required here, but a fee of 2s. 6d. is charged for 
each visit to the Registry, which may occupy an entire day and 
cover as much ground as the searcher pleases. 

Parochial Registers in Ireland do not possess the great value 
which they do in England, as they are very fragmentary and, 
without the great centers of population like Dublin, Cork, Lon- 
donderry, etc., where life and property were comparatively safe, 
they are non-existant before the 18th century or, in most cases, 
the early 19th. Many of these are in the Four Courts, but a 
larger number still remain in local custody. A complete list 
of all, with their dates, has been printed and should be con- 
sulted.* 

Of the Roman Catholic Registers, which naturally embrace 
the greater part of the population, there exists no official list 
or account whatever. They must be sought for in local custody 
in all cases and as there is no law compelling their exhibition 
or regulating the fees which may be charged, it will be neces- 
sary for the searcher to make an arrangement with t^ie Parish 
Priest in each case. My own experience has beei one of almost 
uniform courtesy and helpfulness. 

From Dublin northward there will also be found many fam- 
ilies of Scotch Presbyterians and Quakers and for these we must 
see still another class of parish records. The former will be 
foimd in loco and must be hunted down seriatim as required. 
In the General Assembly Building at Belfast will be found most 
of the ancient records of the local Sessions from which impor-

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tant personal memoranda may be obtained and at the same 
place information may be gathered as to the location and keep- 
ers of the registers. 

The Presbytery of Londonderry also possesses ancient records 
which may be consulted. Magee College at Liondonderry has 
some Parish Registers, but they are not in the Catalogue and 
must be enquired for. The Records of the Synod of Ulster have 
been published and give lists of Ministers and Elders of great 
value. 

The Quaker Registers for Ireland will be found at 6 Bustls 
Street, Dublin, but they are not so well kept or complete as 
those in London. The French Huguenot Registers will be found 
in the Four Courts.t 

Marriage Licences are at the Four Courts. An index to those 
of the Diocese of Dublin has been printed,§ others are in prog- 
ress of indexing.II 

It will be only necessary to briefly call attention to the many 
other records at the Four Courts — Chancery Proceedings from 
1537, Fines 1576, Hearth Tax 1666, Incumbrance Rolls 1704 (for 
Roman Catholic Families), Patent and Close Rolls from the 
time of the Edwards, Attainders, Fiants* Inquisitions Post Mor- 
tem from about 1558,tt etc., etc. The valuable reports of the 
Deputy Keeper of the Public Records, to which frequent refer- 
ence has been already made, should be consulted carefully, 
being an indispensable guide in the work. 

tJlster Office at Dublin Castle contains many valuable records 
which should not be overlooked, MS. Pedigrees of Irish families, 
grants and confirmations of Arms, Fimeral Certificates, 9 1 etc. 
There are also Visitations for Dublin in 1568 and 1610 and for 
Wexford 1618. No others have been preserved at Dublin but 
some will be found at the British Museum and perhaps in other 
coUectionB.|it Information on this point is greatly to be deBired.t 

Beside the fine National Library on Leinster Street (hours 
10 to 10 on week days) the searcher will consult the collections

of Trinity College and the Royal Irish Academy at No. 19 Daw- 
son Street. An introduction is necessary at the two former, 
but the Academy is free to all (12 to 4.) 

Those who are so fortunate as to trace their ancestry back 
far enough to connect with the ancient families of the Island 
will find in the five great books of pedigrees a continuation of 
their line to an incredibly early period — of these the Book of 
Leinster (date 1150) will be found at Trinity College, and the 
Books of Ballymote (1391), Lecan (1390), Peregrene O'Clery 
(1032), and Dimald Mac Firbis (1650, copy only) in the Academy. 
They are all in the Erse language and will require the servicea 
of a native expert scholar to translate. 

The Public Record Office at London contains much relating 
to Ireland, notably the Irish Rolls, temps. Edward III., Close 
Rolls, etc. In the MS. Room at the British Museum will also be 
found many documents of interest and value beside the Vislta- 
tions already cited.

In the Tables which follow I have endeavored to give a brief 
conspectus of the existing conditions and the facilities for work 
in the various Local Courts of Probate and BScdesiastical Juris- 
dicticm throughout England, particularly with a view to economy 
of precious time by avoiding the "£}arly Closing Days/' which 
vary in the different offices. 

Of course ALL offices are closed on the regular Legal Holi- 
days, and these are therefore omitted as understood. 

Most offices require notification in advance of the visit of a 
Literary Searcher, and it is always best to give such notice and 
secure a seat, even where the accommodation is liberal and the 
official courteous, as otherwise the expense of a wasted journey 
and lost time may be entailed. 

These details are compiled from the answers received to 
letters addressed tb every one of the Registrars throughout the 
Kingdom; where the particulars are lacking (as is too often the 
case) I can take no blame to myself therefor, but in some in- 
stances, where my last personal visit to the Registry has been 
very recent, I have supplied them from my own note books. 

I shall be under obligation to all kind friends of our guild who 
will correct errors and supply lacimae of all kinds.
